The platform 
upon which he is running declares that a protective tariff 
is unconstitutional, and that if the Democratic party be in¬ 
trusted with power, the tariff will be reduced to a revenue 
basis. But do you not realize, in the first place, that 
vhether the tariff is high or low, you are always poor, and 
that, furthermore, there are not in congress a. handful of 
Democrats who-would vote to put this plank into effect? 


jobs does the trick. Wo have so many more men than the 
capitalists can employ at a profit to themselves thst there 
is always a grest army of unemployed. Times are never 
to good that a million men are not nut of work. Times 
are now so bad that more than S.OOC.OOO of men are out of 
work. These unemployed men cannot now work for less 
than the employed men are receiving. They cannot work 
for less than it costs to live. But let the cost of living be 
reduced by a reduction of the tariff, and these men would 
offer to work for less because they could live foi* less. And 
the employers, who buy their labor as they buy pig iron, 
would buy it where they could get it mbst cheaply. The 
men who are now employed would be compelled to consent 
to a reduction, or make way Tor the unemployed men who 
were kiliinw to work for less. Having done which they 
would be precisely where they are now. Unable to pay 
more for their living than they received in wages, rents 
would go down: every workingman would continue to live 
where he now lives, and nobody would he benefited except 
Ihe business man who cannot use a tariff gun to rob you. 

These thoughts may seem strange to you, btit they do 
not seem strange to the facts. They fit the facts. Your 
opinion that the.tariff is important to you fits nothing! If 
it were important to you. the working class would have 
been prosperous under some kind of a tariff, either high 
or low, or without any tariff. Regardless of what. Sip 
tariff' has been, the working class Ttas never been pros¬ 
perous. Furthermore, if the Democratic tariff would not 
help you, because. Mi - . Wilson himself says he believes in 
reducing the tariff "gradually," and the big men who con¬ 
trol the Democratic party are opposed to sweeping reduc¬ 
tions. . * ' * " 

In short, it is not the tariff, but the trusts that are hurt¬ 
ing you. And where does Mr. Wilson stand on the trust 
question? We know where his platform stands. Hi* plat¬ 
form says the trusts should be destroyed and their crim¬ 
inal owners put into prison. 

Are you willing to forego your chances of earthly 
happiness until Mr. Wilson can put John D. Rockefeller, 
J. Pierpont Morgan rtnd other gentlemen of their class in 
jail? If you are, you ift not so eager for happiness as you 
seem to be. Judge Landis once tried to collect a fine of 
S29.240.00S from Mr. Rockefeller, but he. couldn't do it. 
He could not collect a cent. Since Mr. Rockefeller prob¬ 
ably values his liberty even more than he does his money,

Let us clear up this situation a little at a time. What 
you want is the right of continuous employment and more 
money after you have lived well and paid your bills. Any¬ 
thing that will do this for you is worth everything to you. 
You have always believed a low tariff would help. 

That is one qf the reasons why you are still poor. You 
have permitted the gentlemen who are robbing you to de¬ 
ceive you. They have made you believe the tariff question 
is important to you. As a matter of fact, the tariff is not 
your v, -estion at all.' It is their question. It is their ques¬ 
tion precisely as a burglar’s pistol is his weapon rather 
than the weapon of the sleeping citizen whom he despoils; 
The si ruction is exactly this: The rich men are all after 
your money. In the process of getting it, some of them 
can be helped by the tariff. Some of them cannot. It all 
depends upon the kind of business in which they are en- 
-gaged- -Ihe ones whose business does oot permit them 
to rob you more easily with the tariff are naturally op¬ 
posed to ‘"protection." They are opposed to a tariff for 
the same reason that a burglar who could not shoot 
straight might be expected to oppose the carrying of fire¬ 
arms by other burglars. A house that had been raided by- 
gunmen would not offer exceedingly rich picking to later, 
unarmed burglars. A man who has been robbed by a tariff 
is a poor subject for a business man who cannot use a 
tariff in his business. 

That is all there is to the tariff question. That is 
why some Democratic capitalists are in favor of a tariff j 
and some are not. That is why some Republican capitalists ; 
are in favor of a high tariff while some are in favor of only 1 
a moderate tariff. They have their good reasons for being j 
in favor of or opposed to a tariff. You have no reason] 
for caring much about it. " 

A high tariff makes the cost of living high, but, in the 
end, it increases wages, because no one can work for less 
than it costs him tc live. Wages do not go up the same 
day the tariff gods up—but they go up. They go up slow¬ 
ly—pushed by strikes and suffering and bloodshed.' 

A low tariff decreases the cost of living, but it does the 
worker no good because it decreases wages—not slowly, 
but quickly. The competition among wage workers for

Mr. Taft does 
not do well by you because he has no proper conception of 
your rights as a man. Jfe belittles you even more than 
you belittle yourself.

But he has not given you much less of 
what you need than Woodrow Wilson promises.

The J oak Ins Injunction, following so 
closely upon the infamous order of 
Judge (now President) Toft in. the 
Ann Arbor cose, arouged Intense in¬ 
dignation throughout the country and 
g^ive rise to insistent demand# for leg- 
_ ialatlve action defining and strictly 
limiting the power of court# to make 
use of the proofs* of injunction. 

This waa during the administration 
of President Grover Cleveland. The 
Democrats were In power. 

The demand for legislative action 
became so strong that congress could 
not ignore It, and the houes of repre¬ 
sentatives appointed a committee of 
* which Representative Hostner. of 
Louisiana, was chairman, to investi¬ 
gate the Jenkins decision This com¬ 
mittee made lu report to congress on 
May 4. 1S94. more than 1* year# ago. 
It was a scathing Indictment of Jen¬ 
kins, and strongly recommended that 
relief from the abuse of Injunction 
be granted by appropriate legislation. 

“Your committee .find nothing in 
the testimony." said the report, "to 
show any corrupt Intention on tho 
part of ths Juds*- It l« altogether 
possible thatfh- i# sincere in the con¬ 
viction thut he Is properly exercising 
the equity Jurisdiction of his court. 
This view of the case prevent* us 
from recommending any proceedings 
looking to hi# impeachment, but In 
order that there may be no further 
excuse for Mich orders wo recommend

The Boutner report wa* followed 
within two months by the great A K.

The mem¬ 
bers of the executive board of the 
union were arrested by order of a Ju¬ 
dicial salra; named Wood* and sen¬ 
tenced to Jail, not aa the rer Ct of a

low*. Your happy days will come when Rockefeller and 
the rest of them are in jail." Why, if they were all in jlail, 
other men would gladly volunteer to lake their places at 
your pockets. They like your money. If. men will endure 
the danger of Arctic cold to stake out gold mtnes, why 
Should we expect there would ever be a dearth of men 
ready to fight in the courts for the opportunity to rob you? 

The plain truth is that these gentlemen can beat laws 
to regulate trusts faster than you can make them. Mr. 
Taft "destroyed” the Standard Oil company and the Amerf- 
can Tobacco company. So fai- as paper-decisions are con¬ 
cerned his victory was complete. But the shrewd attor¬ 
neys of these corporations quickly beat the law by drafting 
plans for reorganization. The federal courts approved the 
plans, and these great corporations, that for years have 
been under the fire pf the government, are now actually 
operating under the approval of the government. Yet 
none of the abuses of which we have complained has been 
remedied; and Standard Oil stock has actually risen to the 
highest point in its history, simply because its owners 
realize that, in our compaign against them we have failed. 

Also, there is this to remember about the Democratic 
promise to "destroy" the trusts and put the trust mag¬ 
nates in jail: The greatest trust magnates in the Country 
are the most powerful influences in the Democratic party. 
Regardless of what Mr. Wilson might want to do he could 
! do no more than they wquld let him do. They could block 
| him in congress and in the courts, and they would do so. 
I They have always controlled congress and the courts. 
[They will control the next congress. 


you, Mr. Wilson has ever suggested that you initiate? His 
platform does not speak of any. He, himself, in all of the 
hundreds of speeches he has made, has never spoken of 
any. Neither he nor his platform has ever spoken of. any¬ 
thing except reducing the tariff, "destroying” the trusts, 
sending the trust magnates to prison, regulating the cor¬ 
porations and simplifying the machinery of election. Nor 
has Mr. Wilson ever designated any laws that you might 
well wipe out with the referendum, because they really ac¬ 
count fpr your poverty. He comes out btfldly for the re¬ 
call of any bad official except i bad judge, but'who, pray, 
comes to the defense of bad officials? jpven Charlie 
Murphy, of Tammany hall, will tell you he is opposed to 
"bad” officials. The value of the recall depends entirely 
upot whom you consider a bad official. One of the worst 
way* in which an official can be bad is to be useless in the 
face of a great emergency. Would Mr. Wilson -consider 
as bad a president who could no nothing to prevent pov¬ 
erty from ravaging a rich country? He has never said so. 


Mr. WilsOn- is also in favor of the initiative, the refer¬ 
endum and the recall of some public officials—not of 
judges, however. He opposed those measures until he 
went into politics, but ly gives every evidence of having 
frankly been converted to them. No man sboufd be blamed 
for learning, even though be learn late. 

But the value of these measures depends entirely upon 
wbat one purposes to do with them. The initiative, for 
instance, is a most admirable governmental device, giving 
the people, as it docs, power to enact laws that their rep¬ 
resentatives neglect or refuse to enact fqr them. But will 
1 you kindly ask yourself what laws that Jaould really help 


In a general way, the foregoing sums up Mr. Wilson’s 
candidacy. He is a "good” man. He means ajall. The 
great Democratic capitalists would have preferred Clark. 
They could not get him. They had to take Wilson. Hav¬ 
ing taken him they are using him. They are using'his 
"goodness" to fool you. They know exceedinglFS.eJl he 
cannot do much to hurt them or to help you. The most he 
can do will be to talk and to stir up “unrest." He may not 
do even that. He is mixing a good deal these days with 
Democratic grafters. But even iT he should talk the capi¬ 
talists of both parties who are robbing you can stand it.

There 
were only two great things that you needed to have done. 
One was to give you the power to exercise your right to 
work. The otyier was to prevent capitalists from robbing 
you of what your work produced. Mr. Roosevelt did 
neither of these things. He did not even advocate any¬ 
thing that would have done them. He can be excused for 
not having done thgm, but he cannot be excused for not 
having advocated them. Mr. Roosevelt was conscientious 
in all that he advocated, but he could not see far-enough. 
He believed the things be did would help. They didn’t. 

Now he wants to try again. His friends say he his 
"grown”—that hp is a bigger man fhsn he was when he 
left the white house. His enemies say he is becoming a 
Socialist. Certain It is that he is advocating three Socialist 
measures—the initiative, the referendum and the recall. 
Equally certain is it that he is no more becoming a Socialist 
than a growing baby mouse is becoming elephantine. Mr. 
Roosevelt is the most far-seeing protector of the present 
order of things. He himself says that if the great capi¬ 
talists are wise they will give up the little he wants to take 
from them instead of holding fast until every vestige of 
power is tom from them. Comparatively speaking, he be¬ 
lieves not much need be done to make everything right. 
Give him another chance snd he will put everything in the 
way of becoming right. Give him another chance. He did 
not know what to do before, but he knows what to do now. 

Again: Do you expect to live forever? Have you time 
to wait for Mr. Roosevelt? If in seven and one-half y;ars 
he could do nothing for you, how many years do you be¬ 
lieve he would require to save you? If he were to be in¬ 
stalled in the presidency for life are you sure the rest of 
his lifetime would be sufficient? Do you and Mr. Roose¬ 
velt both expect to live forever? 
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You of the working class do not need Mr. Roosevelt to 
save you, nor do you need tn eternity in which to be saved. 
You can save yourselves now. Nobody else can save you' 
at any time. You esn abolish hunger- You can abolish 
want. You can abolish fear of the future—the fear that 
comes from uncertainty of employment. You can abolish, 
not only poverty, but the ignorance that comes from pov¬ 
erty and the crime that comes from poverty. You can 
make this counttrv a fit place in which to live.

Campaign Offer President Taft, the Wise One, Tells the Socialists Where to Get Off! 


Mr. Tift his undertaken to discuss Socialism. 

The greit objection thit our executive cntertiins* to Sociilism is 
that it’s against human nature. 

Mr. Taft may have other reasons for objecting to Socialism, but 
the reason upon which he places the greatest emphasis is that it is con¬ 
trary to human nature that those who produce the world’s wealth 
should be permitted to enjoy it without dividing with those who are 
privileged to live without working. 

Mr. Taft, in warning us of the “impracticability of Socialism,” 
says: 

"In the consideration of economic* theories we are prone to be¬ 
come lost In abstractions, some being carried to surprising lengths by 
the Impetus of their enthusiasm, others being brought to a sudden 
standstill by the Inexorable mandates of hard common sense. But 
there are few of us who need to theorise about the characteristics of 
human nature or who have not learned by sad personal experience 
its frailties and its defects, and the application of the knowledge 
gained from actual experience must always prove the severest test 
of the Socialistic hypothesis that a politically created committee or 
commission can prescribe with Justice the rates of compensation for 
human labor. 8 uch a committee or commission must be the crea¬ 
ture of the majority of the voters, and until, or unless, the ma¬ 
jority of the voters shall become equalised In th*lr earning ca¬ 
pacity, euch a committee can only do Justice. 

"The earning capacity of the majority will always be far below 
that of the exceptionally energetic and proficient, while the tendency 
of such a committee must always be toward an equalization of 
compensation until absence of exceptional reward for exceptional ' 
service would sound the death-knell of human progress The so¬ 
cial revolution which Is the Ultima Thule of the Rodaltst will be 
possible only after human nature shall Itself have been revolu¬ 
tionised." 

There is, then, we take it, no use kicking against the pricks. 
When God said, let there be light, and there was light, He ordained that 
it should be the nature of man to refuse to work and produce wealth 


unless he should be compelled to give the larger part of it to a master 
for the opportunity to labor and live. 

Mr. Taft’s theory is that the only way to make a man work is to 
keep him "busted." If, by any chance, he should be able to get enough 
ahead to last him for more than a week, his human nature would as¬ 
sert itself and he’d quit work, idle his time away, and return to his 
labors only when forced by dire necessity to resume his place in in¬ 
dustry. 

Mr. Taft's conception of Socialism, we take it. has come from 
reading an Utopian idyl. Everyone will give up his home and 
move into a barracks. Everyone is to live happily under a 
socialized regime of the Little Sisters of .the Poor. There will be ■ 
uniform haircut for all citizens. Every man will be garbed in a plain 
suit of gray. The man who is six feet high will be placed on the 
operating table and shortened to five feet eight inches. The short 
man will have his legs pulled until he will measure up to the standard. 
Every one will be equal and no one will know any more than any one 
else. Evil will be banished from the world. There wilt bp no cloudy 
days. It will rain at night. 

There will be no mud, nor will there be any dust. No one will 
have the blues. Friends will always he friends. . Politics will be free 
from rancor. The modest man, retiring^ *nd judicially tempered, 
will be chosen to lead and the self-assertive will be rejected. 

We can understand that a man whose conception of Socialism is 
thst mankind is to be planted in a new Garden of Eden, with no 
snakes totempt Eve, who will be a voter and have an equal voice with 


her fellow citizen. Adam, should insist that it's against human nature. 
But Mr. Taft is not combating Socialism, as Socialists know it, but the 
Christian ideal of the millennium. His quarrel is not with Socialist*, 
but with the fathers of the Christian church tnd those inspired prophets 
who foresaw the second coming of the Messiah and the regeneration 
cf humanity, preliminary to the heavenly state which is to follow the 
earth's destruction. 

Utopian Socialism passed away when Carl Marx dispelled its illu¬ 
sions. Scientific Socialism gives no encouragement to the idea that 
the world is to become an Utopia. It does hold that under the de¬ 
velopment of industry the burden placed upon the workers in the 
tribute which is exacted by the capitalist class, may be removed with¬ 
out interrupting industry and to the relief of those who ate producing 
the nation's wealth. 

The oil industry is not dependent upon Mr. Rockefeller. The men 
who are managing the industry, as well as those who are doing its 
crudest tasks, are hired men. 

The steei industry is not dependent upon Mr. Morgan. 

The railways are not dependent upon the Vanderbilts or Hills or 
Goulds. 

In every organized industry the capitalist has ceased to per¬ 
form the function of manager and has become purely a drone in the 
industrial hive. To eliminate him and the vast revenues which he 
draws from industry, will require no change in human nature and will 
bring to the workers, both skilled and unskilled, larger rewards and 
greater incentive to proficiency.—Milwaukee Leader.

Fighting Socialism in Europe can 
gel the biggest man Into trouble. In 
this country the intellectual flght 
against it hrs not yet begun, unless 
one !i)i»tuk« a M Roosevelt's lunch coun¬ 
ter conception of Koclallsni an at¬ 
tempt at intellectuality, one recent 
case Jilustrutes how easy. It Is to sling 
mud at Socialism, and what disastrous 
consequences may follow. If the mud¬ 
slinger hrppens to have u scientific 
reputation. 

* At the sixth congress of criminal* 
nnthropologists. held In 1904 at Turin 
In I Inly, n Dutch Jurist, with a scien¬ 
tific reputation (which .is a tiling of 
the past now). Dr. J. Sllngenberg 
inwde ihe fMlowing statement: 

"There Is u dirscl' cimuectlotl bs- 
• tween the class struggle and crime. 
The fiercer the ^t/Miggle, the greater 
.the Increase In crindnul ijffenHes." As 
a proof. Dr. HUngeuiH*rg submitted 
figures, giving the statistles . of Hol¬ 
land ou crltntnullty for the years 1897 
nnd 1901. which were the election 
year* of that country 

The statement prompted our com¬ 
rade. Dr. W. A. Bouger. to un exten¬ 
sive Investigation, which demollhhed 
completely th.- above AtateniVnt.* and 
Incidentally, the scientific reputation 
of Dr. Sllngenberg. 

Hunger takes for granted, for the 
•ake of the argument, that elections 
bring about an increase in criminal¬ 
ity, but he prows to the satisfaction 
of every unbiased person, that the 
spending of money for beer and w’hiu- 
ky. which only the capitalist parties 
Indulge In, is responsible for any in-, 
crease ln crime that the 6.i r ction years 
may show. 

Then Dr. Ronger tak«y» ihe offensive, 
and Investigates th, Mutisttc* of the 
ysars '1897. 1901, i?05 and 1909 or 
Holland, which show, that while the 
first two of those election years ha\> 
it Slight Inert***, the last |wn have a 
considerable decrease in criminality. 
Kwpccially the year of the general 
strike iiv Holland. 1903. shows u 
marked reduction In crimes Hunger 
proves that the Dutch provinces, with 
a heavy Socialist vote, have also un 
exceedingly low percentage of crim¬ 
inality. while the provinces, with a 
weak Socialist movement, show a 
heavy percentage. Konger's very clear 
summary divides for the sake of con¬ 
venience crimes in twe divisions, eco¬ 
nomic and sexual crimes. The rtrst of 
these divisions is directly Influenced 
by the existing economic renditions 
The latter depends upon tu* housing 
conditions, the state of *di catlor and 
finally upon the amount <f ndbacy 
among the male population, which lo 
torn,ls ruled by economic conditions. 

Unlike Dr. Sllngenberg, Comrade 
Bonger. proceeds in a thorough -md 
scientific moaner: ln fact his investi¬ 
gation can be called mlnut, 

And Bonger Is not satisfied with 
Dutch statistics alone. He takes Ger¬ 
man figures! which are the rxactest 
available, and In which many divisions 
and subdivision* exist, giving the mo- 
tlvss of crimes aogggggctL TJje ubt*- 


luflons cover ihe years from 18S2 to 
1908, nnd they, contain not only in 
bold type th* years of political elec¬ 
tions, but also the balance of trade 
and the prices of grain. The study of. 
these statistics Is so amazing that on* 
can only wish to have a similar study 
made of crimlnultty and the prices of 
food prevailing in this.country. Spare 
forbids us to give the details of Dr. 
Hungers’ examination of facts, which 
% likewise take the different provinces 
and their respective industrial as well 
as educntlonul conditions into consid¬ 
eration. .Statistician Mayr is quoted, 
who claimed as fur hack as 1861: 
"Every Li*pence raise in the price of 
groin causes on, more case of petty 
larceny upon each 100.000 Inhabitants.

i but also the statisticians. Starke uud 
- Berg, shared this view, both men of 

• high scientific standing He sums up 

j the lesson of German statistics this 
I way: * 

“The dynamics of rrlmlnallty are 
: decisively Influenced by the price of 
' grain so long as Industrial capitalism 
| Is not strongly developed. As so or. as 
| such development begins. th« Indus¬ 
trial condition muko* Its ini'jtmre 
. upon The rote of criminality felt, 
but th* price of grain continues 
v> retain its influence. The German 
statistics covering sexual crimes show 
(three lino's no Increase tn crime dur¬ 
ing election years, twice a decrease, 
•uni nln»* times an increase.' A connec¬ 
tion between this sort of crime and 
political elections can hardly be 
claimed, not evan hy Dr. Sllngerberg."

Shall the People Own Trusts! 


BY MAY WOOD-8IMON8. 

A remarkable table of prices has re¬ 
cently besd published In France. This 
table Is a comparison of the rise ln 
prices ln the leading Industrial coun¬ 
tries of the world, the United States. 
Germany, England and France. 

WHOLE** LK INDEX PRICE* IN FOUR 
COUNTRIES. 
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In all of these countries In. 1900 
there was about the same level of 
prices. But by 1910 the rise In Ger¬ 
many and England had been about 
four. In France six. but in Ihe United 
States It was twenty-one.points. This 
shows an Increase In price tn the 
United States from three and one- 
half to five und a quarter times as 
great as that in other countries. It 
ts estimated that the figures Tu r 1911 
for the United States will be not less 
than 135 to 140. 

The Increased flood of the gold 1 
metal being mined Is taken by some 
economists to be sufficient cause for 
«ho rise in prices. Whatever effect 
ihe Increased gold production has on 
Vrices is felt in all commercial coun¬ 
tries, but there Is another cause that 
is also becoming world-wide in Its 
i ffects, the trust. 

While the rise in prices Is wot Id 
«ide. the rise in the United States is 
considerably greater than in any other 
country. 

The reason for this Is to be found 
In two things. First the trust devel¬ 
opment in this country has been 
greater than ln any other country of 
the world. It comes In many ‘ lines 
nearer to being able to control prices 
than in any other country. The near¬ 
er it conies to a monopoly the nearer

Our venerable neighbor, the "Tran- 
script,*' thinks that no body of men 
«r women should be permitted to pa¬ 
rade In an American city behind the 
red Gag, which "stands for defiance 
of government, destruction of social 1 


it Is to the point where it .can fix 
prices arbitrarily wh*re It wishes. 

In our last Industrial panic in 1907 
there was little ovei production of 
goods. The market 'r. many lines of 
production where the great lodustiy 
ruled was forecast, and production 
was cfirtolled to meet demand. The 
result was that prices did not go to 
pieces as ln other panics. 

The Shcrmkn act would return us 
to a state of competition in its effort 
to avoid price fixing. It would re¬ 
store the old struggle between manu¬ 
facturers and between tnuieporiution 
companies, through which we have 
passed once and through which we 
would be obliged to go ugaln. 

The privately owned trust or the 
socially owned industry are the other 
I alternatives. Between these the peo¬ 
ple must choose. We cannot force 
society back over the road it hok once 
traveled. 

But there is still another, element 
entering Into high prices in th* 
United States since 1900. In 1896 the 
cheap lands of the United States dis¬ 
appeared and the price of land im¬ 
mediately began to rise. This has in¬ 
creased from 1900 to 1910, something 
over 100 per cenL 

There has been no fuch sudden In¬ 
crease ln the land value In any other 
of the commercin', countries. Land 
values have remained comparatively 
steady for their cheap lands disap¬ 
peared generations ago. This Increase 
in land value then hss been a decided 
factor in the rise of prices In the 
United States. For the first lime there 
is growing up in this country In agri¬ 
culture something approaching con- 
ditlpns in other industries, where the 
great industry set* the pare fdr the 
smaller Industries in the same line of 
business. So now the great fnrms 
are beginning to set the mark for the 
smaller farms. 

It Is no argument against the tnutt 
that if is raising prices. It Is only an 
argument against the manner in 
which they are today owned. That 
is the one nnd only question before 
the American voter in this election.

order, the dismemberment of estab¬ 
lished institutions, in short, anarchy." 
Years ago most Americans thought 
likewise, but many have since learned 
to revise their conclusions. As with 
other flags, the red flag has various 
meanings to various persons; but its 
commonest meaning, the meaning 
recognized by the largest number of 
its disciples, is brotherhood.

If he acted in de¬ 
fiance of law. as the officials of Law¬ 
rence did when they prevented the- 
exodus of the children, or as those 
persons did who helped Breen to 
plant dynamite, then he, not the red 
ring, exemplified anarchy; and a so¬ 
cial order which -stands for anarchy 
should be reconstructed. Fortunately 
anarchy Is not popular with any con- * 
siderable group anywhere In the 
United ^States. If those who object 
to the red flag shall help to make the 
American flag symbolize accom¬ 
plished social Justice, the "Transcript" 
and-those for whom it speaks will 
have no further occasion to be 
alarmed.—Boston Common.

Meats, 62.3 per cent; lard. 47.0 per 
cent; hens, 47.0 per cent; wheat flour, 
16.1 per cent; corn meal. 40.S per 
cent; eggs. 4041 per cent; butter. 02.4 
per cent: potato**, 44 per cent; sugar 
8. and milk 12.2 per cent. 

Increases Over SOU. 

The Increases ln prices of 1912 over 
those of 1911 are: t 

Meats. 12.2 per cent, bscon being 
th* only meat which has decreased, 
ths price having declined 'one-tenth 
of 1 per cent during the year; lard, 
11.8; hens, 8-8; wheat flour, 10.7: 
cornmeal. 12.7; eggs. 11.8 per oent; 
butter. 16.8 per oent; potatoes. 7.6 per 
cent; sugar. 6. and milk. 2.4 per cent

increases are the desertion of the agri¬ 
cultural industries by the people and 
the middle man’s profit.
